CURRENT SITUATION: Fire activity was moderate for most Geographic Areas.
Initial attack activity continued in the Great Basin. High to extreme
fire dangers continue to dominate units in the western United States.

ALASKA LARGE FIRES:

INOWAK, Southwest Area Forestry, Alaska State. A Type Il Incident
Management Team (Kechter) is assigned. Fire behavior moderated, although
30 foot flame lengths were observed along the perimeter. A smoke
inversion limited aerial supply missions and crew transport into the Red
Devil area. Crews continued mop-up operations.
